Ban Chief Says Postal Of- 


ficials Dictate the 


Train Speed. 


BEACH 90-MILE BATE 


Chicago, July 25.—Uncle Sam and his 


desire for speedy transportation of mail 
was drawj; into the inquiry as to causes 
of the Western Springs wreck on the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
by the state commisnion yesterday. 


With Robert Rice, Burlington superin- 


tendent, on the stand, Orville F. Bern-, 
president of the railway body, developed 
the fact that the postal authorities dic- 
tate mail train schedules and that en- 
gineers on such trains are given free 
rein. 


"Ninety miles an hour they have been 


known to travel," testified the superin- 
tendent before the commissioners. "I 
have been on trains doing eighty railfs 
an hour." 


"You have been on trains going eighty 


miles an hour and still live!" gasped 
Commissioner B. A. Eckhart, evoking a 
smile from the railway official. 


The superintendent "disclaimed knowl- 


edge of the dickering between the gov- 
ernment and railroads over mail con- 
tracts, but the road's attorney, .T. A. 
Council, volunteered 
the 
information 


that the railroads were furnished with 
a certain schedule to be made by mail 
'trains. 


Data on Speed Requested. 


Then President Berry directed the su- 


^perintendent to furnish the commission 
-with data on the speed {jf the mail train 
and the Overland Express for the week 
prior to the rear-end collision in which 
thirteen died. 


Mr. Elcs stated that -with the speed- 


ometer records from 
the 
engines ho 


-would be able to .report accurate figures 
on the speed of the trains at different 
•points. 


"You say that it is the public that 


demands high speed of passenger trains, 
Mr. Rice. What do you suppose could 
t* accomplished by imposing an addi- 
tional charge for transportation on the 
fast traini and by starting an educa- 
tional campaign on the danger of those 
trains at th» same timo?" asked Mr. 
Berry. 


"Why, those fast trains you speak of 


would be filled up every trip," was Mr. 
Rice's answer. 


For mor,e than an hour the state c<tt- 


missionva questioned and argued with 
the closing witness, James B. Latimer, 
lignal engineer for the Burlington sys- 
tem. 
He asserted that the Burlington 


pignal system was the best in existence, 
but later qualified the statement. 


Defends Signal System. 


"Do you" consider your manual block 


better than the automatic block?" asked 
Hiram W. Belnap, government expert. 


"I most certainly do. Tha automatic 


block is permissible at all times. 
Ac- 


cording to our system two passenger 
trains are- not allowedtwi the same block. 
Interstate, commerce commission reports 
show four times as many rear-end colli- 
sions on automatic block territory as 
under the manual block system." 


"Don't you think that a 'distant sig- 


nal' would mean additional protection 
•with your system? 
Don't you believe 


such a signal under the circumstances 
of the morning of July 14 -would have 
prevented that rear-end collision?" asked 
Mr. Belnap. 


"Yea, I suppose it would." 
Mr. Belnap was referring to a distant 


lignal of the variety which was recom- 
mended by thn coroner's jury in its find- 
ing along with recommendations for em- 
ployment of men in towers and leas 
speed. 


Frank Wood-worth, flagman on the 


Overland Express, told his story to the 
commission and other 
trainmen were 


examined, after which the state inquiry 
.was closed. 
The commission's finding 


will not bo forthcoming for a few days. 


With the conclusion of tho state in- 


quiry, Mr. Belnap, chief inspector for 
the interstate commerce commission, left 
last night for Washington, -where his re- 
port on the wreck will be made to that 
.body. His report -will be made public 
there.

the firm. Louis Peltier died in 11)04. 


Mr. Peltier wns united in marriage to 


Helena F. Wadgc, December 25, 1866, 
and to this union 
two children were 


born, William II. Peltier and Mrs. Fred 
H. Ash, both of this city. Mrs. Peltier 
filed in 18SI3, and in February, 1008, Mr. 
Peltier was married to Louise Kocher. 


Mr. Peltier was highly regarded,, en- 


joying the, respect anrt'esteem of all who 
knew him, and he has long been a 
familiar figure in Fort Wayne citizen- 
ship who will be greatly' missed, 
Po- 


litically Mr. Peltier was a deriiocrat. 
but he never aspired to political office. 
He -was prominent in affairs of Lawton 
Wayne post, of the G. A..E. and served 
two terms as commander of that organ- 
ization. He was affiliated 
with the 


Union Veteran Legion, the Elks' lodge 
and the local order of Ben Hurs. 


Mr. Peltier's grandfather, James Pel- 


tier, was one of the early French set- 
tlers and traders and was a favorite 
with the Indians who inhabited this sec- 
tion of Indiana. He made his first trip 
to the site now occupied by Fort Wayne 
in 1775 and in 1701 he located here per- 
manently. 
From that, date until the 


present, the family of Peltier has been 
closely linked with the history, growth 
and development of Fort Wayne. 


The wife of James Peltier, before her 


marriage was Emaline Chapeteau, the 
first white woman to locate in this sec- 
tion. She wa^s highly respected by the 
Indians and it is said that her control 
over them was remarkable, history tell- 
ing of several -instances when she was 
instrumental 
in preventing 
wholesale 


massacres. 


On the walls in the circuit court room 


at the Allen county court house is a 
painting depicting the arrival of Mr. 
Peltier's grandmother at 
this 
place. 


She is presented as stepping from a 
canoe and being welcomed by the In- 
dians, who learned and loved to call her 
"Golden Hair." She became the wife ot 
James Peltier in 1808 and it was 1813 
when Louis Peltier, the father of J. C., 
was bora in the old fort stockade.

Mrs. Helena Eabe, mother ' of John 


Lindloff, and Mrs. Ida Krueger, his sis- 
ter, were the chief witnesses at the 
MilWaukee 
investigation. 
The latter 


testified that 
Lindloff 
complained of 


pains in his stomach on the day he died. 


Mrs. Lindloff evinced no signs of wor- 


ry when this testimony was repeated 
to her last evening. 


"I see nothing but acquittal. I know 


I cannot be convicted," she said.

STOPS HEAD-ON COLLISIONS. 


Device Tested in England Halts Trains 


Approaching Each Other. 


London. Jujy 25.—Two trains -without 


engine drivers, approaching each other 
at high speed on the same line of rails, 
'automaticallv^.stoppcd when a collision 
seemed inevitable at a 
demonstration 


given at Watchet, Somerset, by A. R. 
Angus,'of Sydney, N. S. W.. of an elec- 
trical device he has invented to pre- 
vent 
accidents. 
Tie experiment was 


witnessed by chief representatives of 
British and French railways.. The sec- 
tions of the railway used for the demon- 
stration -was marked by steel ramps -on 
inclined planes between the rails. The 
shoe, which is fitted on the 
engine, 


touches the ramps with a slight impact, 
and the driver is warned if the section 
is not clear by means of a disk or whis- 
tle. 
The driver may himself stop the 


train, but if he fails to do so an electri- 
cal apparatus with which the engine is 
fitted automatically shuts off tho^steam. 
applies tho brakes and brings the train 
to a standstill. The device was shown to 
work with perfect success. It was also 
demonstrated that the. driver of a train 
thus automatically stopped can telephone 
to the nearest station to get any obstruc- 
tion of tho line removed or any defect 
remedied and he can not move the en- 
gine until this is done.

'lack, that firm control of the shop" em- 
>loyes so essential to the proper ton- 
uct of large industrial undertakings. 
"While there has been, perhaps, im- 


yrovemcnt in contract shops of general 
fficiency it can be attributed moro to 
low machinery nnd methods than to in- 
reased efficiency of labor. 


Sees Too Mush Caution. 


'Our railroads, because of their mag- 


titude, 
are 
particularly 
vulnerable. 


There has been too much managerial 
aution in this country for tho good of 
;he railroads. We have temporised too 
ong with socialism, syndicalism and 
ithcr pernicious 'isms.' 


"When organized labor attempts to 


dictate who shall be employed, regard- 
ess of capability, and who shall be 
oreman, regardless of'all qualifications 
other than seniority or" unionism, it is 
digging a pitfall into which it or its 
imployes must eventually disappear. 


"No business can prosper 
saturated 


with 'disloyalty and steeped in incom- 
petency bred by labor restricting fa- 
natics and socialistic agitators. 


"The railroads can perhaps stand more 


of this than an ordinary business, but 
Jiere comes a breaking point, and it is 
with a sigh of relief that many a fore- 
man has stretched forth his arras and 
said, "Thank God, I am .boss again,' as 
the strike line, filed out of the gate.

into trouble with the hunters. The bull 
isn't deceived into believing that it's 
real moose talk—he wants to find out 
what it really is. 


During tho matinc season the bull is 


reckless and absolutely fearless. 
At 


other times only his proud spirit gets 
him into trouble -with hunters. He dis- 
likes to acknowledge fear, and so be 
sometimes gets himself into dangerous 
situations. 


The bull moose stands six and seven 


feet high, with legs four feet lon<r. His 
hide, thick and' strong, ^s covered with 
a heavy thatch of,purplish gjay hair. 
The antlers have a spread of five to six 
feet in a full-grown animal. 


The moose does not graze like- other 


members of the deer family, but lives 
by browsing or 
eating ' bark, 
twigs,

Indiana moving picture exhibitors took a commend- 


able step that iudk-att/s sincerity in the effort to eliminate 
the harmful from the moving picture shows this weel 
when their convention at Indianapolis announced its in 
tention of submitting to the next Indiana legislature a bil 
to provide a state of censorship board for picture theaters 
The film theaters have leaped into such tremendous popu 
lar favor with the masses of the people that there can be 
no doubt of their permanence, and equally no doubt of 
their value both as an entertainment and educationally 
under proper restrictions as to subjects. For some time 
there has been in existence a nominal national censorship 
among the film-makers, and while it has undoubtedly im- 
proved conditions, there *s evidence that still further bet- 
terment is possible and it can no doubt be best secured by 
state authorirty more closely in touch with local condi- 
tions and local tastes than is possible with the wider or- 
ganization. So much of real beauty, so much" of historical 
and educational interest and so much of innocent amuse- 
ment can be presented in the marvelous development of 
the moving picture business that there should oe neither 
need nor taste for those subjects which have awakened 
criticism. It has been contended that the depiction of 
crime, dissipation and vice in the moving picture theater 
was once the sort of thing that "drew" with the public, 
yet this has been proven no longer true if it ever was the 
case, which we very much doubt. The average normal hu- 
man being is not athvist for that sort of thing, and its ef- 
fects developed upon the impressionistic minds of the 
young were undoubtedly bad. The moving picture men 
have already done much to improve the grade of their of- 
ferings, and they are to be commended for this additional 
effort in that direction. More people patronize the film 
shows than any other form of popular amusement, because
